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The amendment to claims 1 and 12 had changed the scope of the claims. For example, claim 1 has been amendmened to replace "one 
or more channels" to "a plurality of channels" and "one or more channels" to "one or more particular channels". The changes to claim 1 
further limits the claimed limitations; such that, it the limitation "a plurality of channels" requires at least two channels, versus "one or more 
channels" which requires at least one channel.
